The: inauguration of a new 
vregident, the opening of the 
wge222,500-seat Marriott Ac- 
ivities Center and the organi- 
ation of a College of Law 
iave been among the high- 
ights of the year at BYU. 

The inauguration of Dr. 
Jallin H. Oaks as eighth pres- 
dent of the university on Nov. 
12 attracted hundreds of rep- 
sentatives of colleges, uni- 


versities and learned societies 
from throughout the United 
States and abroad. The inaug- 
ural address was given by Dr. 
Edward H. Levi, president of 
the University of Chicago. 


A capacity crowd was on 
hand for the opening event at 
the activities center as the 
first Time Zone Tournament 
or BYU Classic got underway 
Dec. 3 and 4. 


More than a sports pavilion, 
the new building (which is the 
largest of its kind in the Unit- 
ed States) is also used for 
assemblies, concerts, convo- 
cations, religious assemblies, 
conferences, public gatherings 
and other activiti 


Simultaneous with the resig- 
nation of Dr. Ernest L. Wil- 
kinson March 9 from his posi- 
tion as president of BYU was 
the announcement that a new 
Coliege of Law is to open at 
the school in 1973. 


It was later announced that 
Rex E. Lee, a Phoenix attor- 
ney, law teacher and former 
clerk tc a Supreme Counrt 
Justice. had been appointed to 
Serve as the first dean of the 
new J. Reuben Clark College 
of Law. As founding dean, Mr. 
Lee has the responsibility of 
organizing the college’s curri- 
culum, assembling a new fac- 
ulty, constructing a new law 
building anā acquiring an ex- 
tensive law library.

dar, described as a ‘‘year- 
around modular system" and
